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FIGHTING FOR LIFE.

The Schenley Park and Highland
Railway Company Asserts

IT IS STILL A LIVING REALITY.

Wants Chief Bigelow Restrained From
Interfering With It.

THE NEWS OF THE COUNTY COURTS

Attornevs Kuox & Reed yesterday filed
a bill in equity in behali of the Schenley
Park and Highland Railway Company
against the ecity of Pittsburg and E M
Bixelow, Chief of the Department of Pub-
lie Works. The plaintif compsny states
that it is the successor to the Squirrel Hill
Railway Company, which became insolvent
and sold its line to the plaintifi The line
runs from Forbes and Boquet streets, Four-
teenth ward, to a point near the Coliax
schoolhouse, in the Twenty-second ward, and
$85,000 was expended by the Squirrel Hill
Company in the construetion of the line,
$49,000 of which was in the grading, filling,
ete, of sireets Owing to neglect, ete,
there were washouts and slides nlong the
line, necessitating considerable repair work,
and since the puorchase the plaintiff com-
pany has expended $18,000 for that.

The ecity has awarded to Booth &
Fiion the contract for grading and
paving with aspbaltum, Woodlawn avenue,
formerly Fralich and Jonesire streets,
from Forbes strest south to the Steel en-
trance to Schenley Park. The contractors
have made a change in the former grade of
the street, and in several places have lifted
the tracks of the plaintiff

Chief Bigelow, it is =ssserted, says the
company has no right to lay its tracks and
maintain a railway, claiming that it had
forfeited its rights by not having completed
its work f!ril.hli:l:l lsrd_montlu of t;he
passage of the ordinence granting
aright of way to the Squirrel Hill Com-
pany, such & provision being in the ordi-
nance. In consequence he threatens to take
up their tracks and won't allow them to re-
lay the rails on Woodlawn avenue. The

Isintiff company claims it has not forfeited

ts rights, but that the road was completed
within the specified time, and that the work
1o done mpow is repair work
It is also claimed that Chief Bige-
low has in many ways admitted the
rights of the plaintiff company, and that it
has been in operation for some time. They
desire to relay their tracks in sccordance
with the altered grade on the streets in
question, and ask that the city and Chiel
Bigelow be enjoined from interfering with
ihem, and from tearing up their tracks or
hindering the operation of the line.

Judge Ewing granted a preliminary 1n-
junction until further order of court.

Mr. Zollinger, it is claimed, failed to
support apy of his children, particularly
the boy named, snd complaint was made to
the anti-cruelty societies.  Zollinger was
swed before Alderman Kerr and fined, the
Alderman saying the testimony developed
showed most shocking negleot on the part
of the father. All the children were placed
in the care of the anti-cruelty
societies, and the boy Russell placed in
the care of his father, who was told
that he must provide for him. In the
